Hills ot Connemara, 


On a bright September morning, some 
ton years sirfte, with my trusting Manton in 
my hand,.and accompanied by a favorite 
setter, Tatrolled up the mountain, which 
overlung a friend's shooting lodge in Con 
nemara.

Farther diplomatic corresponcence be- 
tween Mr. Adams and the British Foreign 
Secretary is published respecting the Sea 
King®or Shenandoah, under date of Novem- 
ber 21, Mr. Adams says he is instructed 
to state that the proposition of Her Majes- 
ty’s Goyérnment for creating a Joint Com- 
mission is respectfully declined, 

On the 2nd of December Earl Claren- 
don writing to Mr. Adams says :—Her

Thetollowing important despatch has been 
recently received by the British Goyern- 
ment, and,we believe, communicated to the 
Government of the sister Provinces : 


* 24th November, 1865. 
“ Sm,—I think it right to acquaint y 
that I have been informed by the Secretary 
of State for Foreign affairs that, in the 
opinion of Her Majesty's representative at 
Washington, the necessity of having to 
submit a treaty of commeree to the separ- 
ate action of the various Provincial Legis- 
latures would be a serious difficulty fa his 
way, and that the union of the Provinces 
affords the best hope of obtaining such a 
treaty. 

“Tt is evident that if the gentlemen who 
are now about to proceed to Mexico, the 
British and Spanish West Indies, aud Bra- 
zil, for the purpose of ascertianing in what 
manner the trade and commerce of those 
countries with British North America cau 
be extended, shell bring their journey to a 
successfiil conclusion, and shall be able to 
suggest to Her Mujesty’s Government on 
the part of the British North American 
Provinces any new arrangements with the 
countries in question for the benefit of those 
Provinces, a similar difficulty may be ex 
pected to arise in every such case, and on 
the other hand, the union of the Provinces

We are safe then in saying that the out- 
burst of public teeling—of the genuine 
British loyalty—of self-interest at home, 
with its ramifications extending to evory 
section of the civilized world—cannot be 
much longer restrained in this Province, 
Before the late election had taken place in 
York, we were, by correspondence with al- 
most every part of the Province, convinced 
that the people had after a few months’ con- 
sideration changed their minds on the sub- 
ject of colonial uaion—that the less than 
half measure of what was called a maritime 
union would find but few supporters, and 
that nothing less than a confederation with 
the great Province of Canada, with a rail- 
road to consummate the union, would saris- 
fy the inhabitants of New Brunswick. All 
this we declared at the time, and subsequent 
information continues every day to strength- 
en our impression into an undeniable cer- 
tainty. In York, at the present day, an an- 
ti-Contederate could not obtain his elec- 
tion. In Carleton the same issue would be 
equally impossible. Iii Sunbury the pres- 
ent members would be returned by an over- 
whelming majority. In Queen's and King’s 
the anti-catise is fast falling to pieces, and 
the same may be said of Charlotte, Albert, 
and Restigouohe, like Sunbury and Carle- 
fon, will return their present representa- 
tives, and Northnumberlind 1s likely to re 
turn its three members in favor of Confed- 
eration, But what of St. Jolin? A gen- 
tleman who js thoroughly conversant with 
the political state of that city aud county 
gives us the pleasing intellivence that not 
one of the anti-Unionwepresentatives of the 
present day could to morrow haye his elec- 
tion, The circumstances which have led 
to tha change of opinion among the peo- 
ple are not ultogether confined to Confed- 
eration, The weakness of the Government 
preventing it in so many instances from 
doing anything to secu ¢ public good 
its selfishness in appropriating so mach pas 
tronage to its own official circle ; ite injus 
tice in making selections: ita recklessness 
n tho outlay of public money and the dis- 
tribution of public lands ; its late uncalled 
for and (we are liappy to say) unsuccesstul 
mission to England, involying an enormous 
expenditure; its uncourteous conduct to ita 
opponents, and its breach of promise to 
several of ite wartuest aupporters—all have 
contributed to sink itacharacter to the level 
of contempt in the estimation of the peo 
ple. To these we also add the wopopulari 
ty of Mr. Anglin, who although le bas left 
the Government for some renson which we 
believe is yet unexplained, still continues 
to supportit with all the ardor of his frat 
Jove.

public works, whilé the improvements suggest 
ed above would render them highly remadueras 
tive; that with navigation so improved and 
perfected, the St, Lawrence route would be the 
cheapest, quickest and best, and the port of 
Montreal would become the most convenient 
and the cheapest Interior depot on the conti- 
nent, while all the Interesta of the province 
would be greatly promoted and a large revenue 
obtained. The resolution calls upon the 
ernment to take action immediately for prose- 
cuting these works, instructs the Conncil of the 
Board pf Trade to send resolutions to the Proy-

Like the 
daughters of the horseleech, the soil con- 
tinually cries “ give, g How canit be 
otherwise, when-men ar: natantly taking, 
off its wealth in the form of vegetable pro- 
ducts? The great want of every farm in 
the land 18 Manure! Manure! ! The manu- 
facture of this important article should be 
constantly and carefully attended to, - ‘Tons 
upon tons of rich fertilizing material are 
wasted, by drainage and evaporation every 
year. Manure cannot be properly saved 
| without a cellar, tank or pit, fund a roof of 
some kind to protect it front rain. Into 
the cellar everything should be tumbled 
that is capable of decomposing. The roof 
will prevent the washing away of soluble 
particles by rain. Both the solid und the 
liquid droppings of animals should be sa 
cd with riged economy. With these may 
be mixed swammuck Jeayes, turf, spent 
tan bark—in short whatever can be scraped 
together that will rot. The contents of 
the fowl-house are among the richest ma- 
nures, aud should be turned junto account, 
Most farms have on them some low place 
in which muck may be found. It would 
be good exercise for the a8 to haul up a 
large supply of this valuable material in 
the winter time, It can be got at and dug 
at this season of the year, better than any 
other.

The following is the statement made by 
two practical men as to the practibility of 
navigating these important waters, 
Although they encountered many difficul 
ties the report must be considered on the 
whole very favorable. The report is ad 
dressed to the Hudson's Bay Company and 
| says 

“The bar at the Delta of Red River and 
the entrance to the Lake is from one quar 
ter to one third of a mile in width. The 
channel is ctocked, which would make 
it necessary to place three buoya on the 
bar, I found four feet of water on the 
shonlest place, ‘Lhe Take appeared yery 
much lower than usual, but I found from 
sounding, from three to five fathoms of 
water between the mouth of Red River avd 
Big Island, aud good anchorage. From 
this Island as far as opposite the mouth of 
the Little Saskatchewan, collrse took 
me by a number of smaller islands which 
alford good protection, 

From the point opposite the mouth of 
the Little Saskatchewan, a vessel would 
have to depend upon steam and an anchor 
in the event of n storm, as far as the Sus- 
Katehewan River a distance I should judge 
ty» be seventy-five or eighty miles. The 
mouth of the last named river is an excel 
lent harbor and good anchorage, vessel 
can be hauted over the grand Rapids, but 
it is ny opininn that the labor it would 
require and the expenses contingent there- 
with, together with the risk of damages 
to vessels would make it impracticable, — 
Above the Grand Rapids there are also a 
succession of rapids and a strong current 
At intervals as far up as the Cedar Lake, I 
would advise the sinking of a pier at 
Cross Lake to assist in getting vessela up, 

n Cedar Lake the River is uninterript- 
by anything to impede the navigation 
as fur as Tobern Falla which are about a 
100 miles above Cumberlaud House, above 
Tobern Falls for a distance of eight or ten 
niles, the river is wide and shoal with in 
termediate rapids, and not navigable at its 
present low stage of water, Above there I 
found rapids once or twice in a days track- 
ing, untill arrived at Coles Falls, which 
are a succession of rapids from one han 
cred and fifty to three hundred feet each, 
and twenty-six in number, with compara 
tive slack water between each rapid, 
‘rom the head of Coles Falls the charac 


tern of the river bottoms is sandy and sand 
islands, The bed of the river is very crook- 
ed, but a yery good channel as far as I ex- 
plored, which wasto Carlton House. | In 
summing up I arriye at this conclusion ; 
That the Saskatchewan River is a good 
navigable stream, for light draught steam 
ers, fron the hoad of the Grund Rapids. as 
far up as Tobern Falls with the single im 
provement suggested above—a pier at Cross 
Lake, From Tobern Falls to Calton 
House T did not find « navigable river, but 
was informed by Mr, Parden at the latter 
place, that the water in the river is Bf feet 
higher from the first ot June until the mid- 
dle of September than at this season ot the 
year,, With this additional water Tam of 
the opinion that light draught steamers 
could be seen-as far as I explored it with- 
out any serious difficulty, I fonnd the riv> 
er well wooded attording an abundance for 
steam pilsposes. “The wooding poiuts for 
A steamer on the lake would be at Big Is- 
land, Dog's Head, and mouth of the Sas- 
katchewan River,

The Insurrection in Jamaica. 


The files of Jauaica papers which have 
reached us by the Atrate are filled almost 
entirely with details and incidents of the 
insurrection which has just been suppres- 
sed. The following narrative of the first 
day’s outbreak is by an impartial witness, 
the Rey. R. M. Parthner, the Wesleyan mis 
sionary at Morant Bay :—I was on the 
Bay, on Wednesday, the 11th of October;

Vo the Editor of the Intelligencer. 
Sin,—In your issue of the 5th instant you 
devote an editorial to me, in connection with 
# Communication from your reporter, accony 
panied by certificates as to the correctness of 
his report of the proceedings of the Town 
rata in so far as the same relates to my 
self. 

I did state at the opening of the poll on 
Now Year's day, that a portion of that report 
Was untrue, and that I waa reported to have 
said that which Ihad not said, and that 1 
would furnish the written statement of the 
Mayor and other members of the Councll, to 
prove the untrath of sald report. 

I now redeem iy promise, and enclose you 
ucopy of « letter from the Mayor to myself, 
and which letter and the statements therein 
coutained are corroborated by Messrs. P. D. 
Conger, R. Patterson, Alex. Watters, and I 
{would particularly call your attention and 
that of your reporter to the statement of Mr 
Wattors in contradiction to the statement of 
your reporter as to what he says Mr, Watters 
told him. Iask you, in justice to. myself, to 
publish in your next issue this communica. 
tion, together with the Mayor's letter and the 
accompanying statements of Messrs. Conger, 
Patterson at Watters, Lerewith enclosed, 

YOU also state in your issue of the Sth Jan- 
uary, inst., that I stated that the revenue of 
the Market, after deducting expenses, was 
only $400 or $500, And then you ask, what 
fre the facts, giving the receipts of the year 
ending the 1st of Jannary, inst; including 
rent of butcher stalls. 

Now the facts are, I stated the Revenue 
from the Market dues for the preceding year, 
after deducting expenses, salaries, &o., at $500 
Or $600, At the time not kuowing the actual 
ainount received for dues for the current yeur, 
and not referring to them, the revenue of the 
year that J referred to having been published 
in the ‘Town sccounts, and audited for the 
year 1864, and not including rent of Butcher's 
Stalls (but the market dues proper) the Butch- 
ers’ stalls, are sold by auction by the Clerk of 
the Market, under the direction of the Market 
Committee,

A complimentary dinner to Mr. Flint, 
by those who approve of his course in 
Parliament in connection with the Belle- 
ville and Marmora Railway Bill, was given 
at Diamond’s Hotel,Queensboro’, on Thura 
day evening, January 18th, when 105 per 
sons sat down to a well provided dinner, 
which would baye done no discredit to nny 
of our Hotels in Belleville, The Chair 
was filled by A, P, Wood, Esq., Warden of 
the County, supported on the right by the 
uest of the evening, the Hon, Billa Flint, 
M. Bowell, K. Grabam, and A, Smalttield, 
Esqra.; and on the left by the Rev. J. 
Howell, J. R, Ketcheson, and Wm. Blair, 
Esqrs. Thomas Lingham, Exsq,, occupied 
the Vice Chair, supported by the Mon, 
Robt. Read, Capt. McIntosh, Win, Elliott, 
and Joseph Elliott, Esqrs. The dinner 
which was conducted strictly upon temper-

Mix with cold, 
sour milk, or fresh, not sweet, buttermilk, 
which is best. The soda emptyings are 
dispensed with, when put in cold water, 
will not act satisfactonly Buke at once, 
Tbe heat will start the effervescence, and 
as the paste rises itwill bake, thus prevent- 
| ing itfrom falling. Hence the culminating 
point of lightness is attained. The batter 
rises suowy snd beautiful, and the pancake 
will swell to almost undue dimensions, ab- 
solutely the lightest and tenderest thatcan 
be baked, with not a touch of acid, More 
salt, however, must be added than usual, to 
counteract the too fresh taste, when soda 
alone is used, Thus the bother of empty- 
ings is all dispensed with.
